of holding her own with the foreign powers, 
and of, possibly in wuple of generations 
or sa, compeling actively with the whale 
of ua inall matrera of cmmnierce, as well as 
in naval aud muilitury progress, Mr Fran- 
cis then refereed to the way in whieh 
Russia was ptadindly increswing her hold 
of the continent of Avia, The Chinese “ho 
Ayscribed ag far superior mentally and 
y to the Japianese, and, in the long 
run, he expected them to take o . biggor 
part jn the affairs of tho world.

which had heen the means of squeez- 
ing that Treaty out of the Chi 
wero Withdrawn -as rapidly as possible. 
Tho result woa that “tho* Chineso he- 
Loved that Britain was unable to forco 
them, and yoar by year they grew more 
arrogant and morc insolent, and another 
war fullowed in 1857 and continued till 
1860. Tho Chineso had from that day to 
the present been constantly endeavouring 
ta minimise the rights which the © 
compelled tu grunt’ not. only to Bri- 
fishers ut’. to oll foreigners, ond ho 
was sorry to say, there had been a vory 
strong disinclination’ on: the: part of the 
British Government to enforce the greater
